Republicans Reveal Basis of 
‘Coming Campaign.

NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—Immediate 
ratification of the treaty of peace 
with the Senate reservations retain- 
ing for the United States its right 
to withdraw from the League of 
Nations on proper notice, a declara- 
tion against Article X in its present 
form, and demanding protection for 
the Monroe Doctrine “in letter and 
spirit” were advocated in the plat- 
form adopted here today by the New 
York State Republican Convention. 
The platform said in part: 

“The Republican party of the 
State of New York reaffirms its un- 


of the United States, and to the 
guarantees of civil, political and 
religious liberty therein contained. 
It will resist all attempts to over- 
throw the foundations of the govern-

‘ment, or to weaken the force of its 
controlling principles and , ideals, 
whether these attemps be made in 
the form of international policy or 
of domestic agitation. 

“We favor the immediate ratifica- 
tion ofthe pending treaty of peace 
with such distinct reservations and 
deciarations as shall make it clear 
to all the world that the United 
States retains its unconditional 
rights to withdraw from the League 
of Nations on proper notice; that 
States assumes no obliga- 
tion, either legal or moral, to send 
American soldiers or sallors for 
service abroad unless the Congress, 
in the exercise of its constitutional 
power, sO authorize and direct: 
that the onroe Doctrine is pro- 
tected both in letter and spirit; that 
no foreign power or council of for- 
eign powers shall have any control 
whatsoever ‘over the domestic pol- 
icles of the United States; and that 
the government and the people of 
the United States shall not be drawn, 
by the operation of part XIII of the 
treaty, the so-called labor clauses, 
into the net spread by international 
Socialism. 4 

AMEND ARTICLE X. 

“Article X of the covenant for a 
League of Nations, in its original 
form, cannot and should not be rati- 
fied by the Senate or accepted by 
the people af the United States. To 
do so would not only contract away 
control by the American people of 
their own policies and acts, ‘but 
would certainly embroil the country 
is an endless succession of wars, 
great and small... 

“We believed that the proposed 
covenant for a League of Nations is 
gravely defective in that it at- 
tempts to substitute discussion in- 
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the setlement of international dif- 
ferences. We declare it to be the 
policy of thy Republican party, when 
the treaty of peace is ratified, 
promptly to take steps for the in- 
stitution of an international high 
court of justice to hear and decide, 
in accordance with the principles of 
law apd equity, disputes that are 
justifiable in character arising be- 
tween nations, and for an interna- 
tional conference, meeting at stated 
intervals, to declare and to revise 
the rules of international law and 
conduct; and to urge upon the civil- 
ized nations as a long step forward 
in promoting permanent peace, their 
assent to such a code of law defin- 
ing the rights and duties of nations, 
such as was adopted by the Amer- 
ican Institute of International Lew 
at Havana, Republic of Cuba, on 
January 23, 1917, known as the 
ecommendations of Havana. 

“The chief enemy of democracy. 
based upon universal suffrage and 
majority rule no longer is the ar- 
bitrary government of a monarch or 
of a hereditary aristocracy, but the 
cruel and relentless domination of 
a class bent not.upon protecting 
liberty and equality of opportunity, 
but upon exploiting all who are not 
of thetr own kind and group. We 
support and urge the most vigorous 
measures to prevent by education 
the spread in this country of the 
doctrines of this dangerous and un- 
democratic movement. 

URGE SUFFRAGE. 

“We earnesily urge upon the 
legislatures of the State that have 
not yet acted on the pending amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the 
United States that it be promptly 
ratified in order that women gen- 
erally may participate in the elec- 
tions to be held in November, next, 
for President, Vice-President, the 
Senate and the House of Representa- 
tives. 

“The wage-worker is entitled, as 
a human being, to a proper wage, 
reasonable hours and healthful con- 
ditiong of labor, and to a share in 
determining the circumstances un- 
der which his personal co-operation 
shall be given. The strike is a 
weapon of industrial war, and should 
be made increasingly unnecessary 
and infrequent by the better organ- 
ization of industry and by the es- 
tablishment of a commission or com- 
missions on industrial relations. 

“Increased production, stimulation 
of enterprise, checking of private ex- 
travagance and waste, and the re- 
duction of public expenditures are a 
national necessity. Our system of 
taxation and of business regulation 
should be immediately revised, with 
the definite purpose toe promote 
rather than prevent enteryrise and 
productign.

UP RECLAMATION 


Work on Financial Basis is its 
Avowed Purpose. 


Conducted Along Lines of 
Federal Farm Loan Act. 


Seventeen Western States to 
‘be Benefited. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Sen- 
ator Fletcher, of Florida, at the re- 
quest of development organizations, 
yesterday introduced in the Senate 
a@ bill which has for its prime pur- 
pose the promotion of reclamation 
work ona financial] basis and con- 
ducted on a plan closely akin to the 
Farm Loan Act. It is of especial 
value to seventeen western States. 

“The demands of the West have 
outgrown the present reclamation 
Policy of the government,” the 
Florida Senator said. “About $160,- 
000,000 has been expended to date 
by the government for irrigation 
projects. This money its being used 
without interest. It is now being 
repaid into the reclamation fund, 
but under the law as last amended, 
its return its slow. 

“It is conservatively estimated 
that during the next twenty-five 
years an average of $8,000,000 will 
be available each year for reclama- 
tion purposes under existing laws. 
This amount is wholly inadequate for 
the needs of seventeen States of the 
West. It is gené@rally conceded that 
government must now co-oper- 
ate in the ‘utilization of waste lands 
in others par@ of the country, but 
this cannot be done under the pres- 
ent law.” 

WHOLE COUNTRY INVOLVED. 

According to Senator Fietcher, 
the plan devised by thesé various 
development organizations, which, 
he says, represent the reclamation 
interests of the whole country, pro- 
vides that “all future reclamation 
projects shall be on an interest-pay- 
ing basis; that they shall be organ- 
ized into districts under State irri- 
gation or drainage district laws with 
taxing powers; that the bonds for 
such districts which will equal the 
cost of reclamation shall be used as 
collateral securities for jasues of 
United States collateral bonds which 
shall be issued and sold by the 
Federal farm loan bank. The pro- 
ceeds from the sale of the collateral 
bonds will be paid into the reclama- 
tion fund. Such collateral bonds 
shall not be sold, however, until 
land ts reclaimed and settied and 
the project is “a going concern.” 

The Senator proposes to have 
United States bonds, bearing inter- 
est at 4% per cent., sold to provide 
funds to construct the necesstry 
works and carry the profects to a 
point where the collateral ponds 
may be fIasued and sold. The plan 
provides that the bond issues will 
not exceed $20.9000.000 for the first 
year; $30,000,000 the second year 
and $40,900,000 the third year and 
$50,000,000 the fourth and succeed- 
ing years, and that no iseve shall 
be made after the tenth year. A 
proviso is written in to limit the total 
Naga of such bonds to $350,000,- 

CARRY ON INDEFINITELY. 

Senator Fiétcher says that a con- 
struction programme can be carried 
on indefinitely after the tenth year 
through the sale of collateral bonds 
aione. He thinks that at the expira- 
tion of that time all the earlier proj- 
ects will be on their feet financially 
and permitting refinancing. The 
Senator contends that no burden for 
financing the plan will fall on the 
taxpayers inasmuch as the money is 
furnished by the investing public. 

He claims that the settler will re- 
ceive full benefit. of the government's 
co-operation as all owners of land. 
In the settlement of all lands under 
such projects preference will be giv- 
en to former service men. As the 
cost of reclamation is being charged 
against the land as a tax, the loan 
value of the land ts not affected by 
stich cost. the Senator sald. This fac- 
tor, he sald, will be of great advan- 
tage. The States co-operate by 
making advances to settlers,

RAIL HEADS PLAN 


ON COMPETITION 


Roads will Incur Obligations 
of $50,000,000. | 


Complete Business Getting 
Forces in Field March 1. 


Far and Middle West will be 
Bone of Contention, 


BY ROBERT B. ARMSTRONG, 
(EXCLASIVE DIgPATcH.| 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Rall- 
roads of the country will incur, 
shortly after March 1, obligations 
aggregating $50,000,000 or more for 
the re-establishment of independent 
freight and passenger offices such as 
existed before the expiration of 
Federal control. These offices wil! 
be in addition to the joint passenger 
offices now maintained by the Fed- 
eral administration and will proba- 
bly be continued under private man- 
agement until the present leasés ex- 
pire. Most of the railroads have 
already recruited their old business- 
getting forces, both in the passen- 
ger and freight service, and will be 
ready to put complete forces in the 
field on March 1, in a strongly-com- 
petitive campaign for business. This 
is particularly true in the far West 
and Middle West. 

Before Federal control the rail- 
roads of the country had some of 
the best business locations in Los 
Angeles, San Francisco and other 
Coast points. One of the first acts 
of Director-General McAdoo during 
Federal control was to order the 
abandonment of separate offices and 
the substitution of joint passenger 
and freight offices. These offices are 
now occupied by other business en- 
terprises, most of them at long 
leases and at advanced rentals. The 
railroads, in order to get substan- 
tially the same locations, will be 
forced to pay far more than they 
did for their old offices and may, in 
addition, have to pay bonures to 
present tenants of quarters they de- 


sire. 
INSIST ON SEPARATION. 

All ratiroad executives insist that 
under competitive effort for busi- 
ness joint ticket offices are impos- 
sible and impracticable. During the 
Federal control traffic men, both in 

enger and freight lines have 
een transferred to all kinds of du- 
tles on employing roads and they 
are now being brought back to their 
old jobs. During Federal control 
they have worked at everything 
from roundhouse jabs to loading 
freight cats and they will be a hap- 
py lot to’ get back to the line of 
work in which they are most pro- 
ficient. It is sald that most of the

CHICAGO, Feb. 20.—The advance 
in the market value and the trading 
activity In the securities of the rall- 
roads indicate a renewal of public 
confidence in such securities, some- 
thing that has been wanting since 
the government took over their op- 
eration tn 1918.

It may not be apparent, possibly, 
that the welfare ot thé rallroads is 
linked with the welfare of the many 
who have no individual ownership 
in efther railroad stocks or bonds. 
And this does not pertain to the 
immediate interest of those engaged 
in the management of the lines. 

There are roundly $18,000.000,000 
of railroad bonds and stocks. The 
bonds have been made legal invest- 
ments for the life-ingurance compa- 
nies and savings banks. Géreralty, 
it may be sald that anyone paying 
premiums on a life-insurance policy 
investing such premiums In rail- 
road issues, may not have been 
présented to him that the Insurance 
companies, in order to be cable to 
pay death policies, must invest in 
securities the premiums received. 
The favored investment has Been 
legally made raliroad and govern- 
ment bonds. The nonowner of rail- 
road stocks, or raflroad bonds, has. 
without knowing ft, a prime Interest 
in the value of raflroad securities. 

SAVINGS BANK 

The same is true of! those who 
deposit their earnings in purely 
savings banks, euch &s those of New 
York and the New England States. 
These purely savings instituticens do 
not lend their funds to commercial 
borrowers. They buy bonds and 
with the Interest on euch invest- 
ments are able to pay 3% or 4 per 
cent. on the deposita of the eustom- 
ers. The banks’ ability to pay all

How Labor Plans 


Win the Government 


Can American Labor elect a Labor Government without the aid of a Labor poy? For 
nothing less than this, in the opinion of the New York Times (Dem.), is the purpose behind the 
non-partisan political campaign of the American Federation of Labor. If the Federation could 
control the votes of one-third of its membership “it could dominate the situation,” remarks the 
Baltimore News (Ind.). The Federation’s plan, the Chicago Unionist reminds us, is another 
application of the methods by which the Anti-Saloon League won its overwhelming victories_ 
after the Prohibition party had failed to get political results. In Congress, Representative 
Blanton, of Texas, characterized the American Federation of Labor pronunciamento as “the  - 
greatest menace ever sounded.” For, said Mr. Blanton, “when an organized minority of less... 
than five per cént. of the people canseontrol legislation, and now threaten to elect a Congress of 
serfs, it is indeed a national crisis, threaterting the institutions of the country.” According to 
the Indianapoli3 Union, however, “the American Federation of Labor does not seek to govern; 
but it is eminently right in taking steps to educate its members as to which side their political 
bread is buttered on.”
